A “WIND SUCKER.” 


HORSE DEALERS’ DISPUTE. 


At Nisi Prius, before Mr. Justice Gordon and 
@ city common jury, of which eight were 
ladies, the action brought by William Murphy 
against George Smith was tried, The plaintiff 
is a ho ealer, and resides at Waterside, 
Waterford, and he sought ‘o recover £105, té 
price af a horse, and for damages for breach 
contract. The plaintiff said that the defen- 
dant gave him a warranty that the anim 
was sound and free from vice when he bought 
him at the Mallow Horse Show on June h, 
1920. When the plaintiff took the horse home 
to Waterford he discovered. that the animal 
was a ‘‘ wind-sucker,” and he wired to the 
defendant, who ides near Kanturk, and 1 
also a ler and steeplechase rider. 
‘The plaintiff offered to return the horse fo the 
defendant, but the defendant refused (o 4 
cept him, or to- repay the money that was 
paid. The defendant denied that the horse 
was unsound. 

The plaintiff, in his evidence, stated that he 
met the defendant at the Cork Show op July 
7th, and tojd him about the condition of the 
horse. The defendant refused to believe him, 
and said that he would see. him (pleintiff) “— 

’ at 
he even- 
ing, and witness asked him what ing 
to do, ‘‘one thing or the other.”’ The defendant 
said that he would do nothing, adding: You 
have the horse and I have the money. Sub- 
sequently witness had the horse examined by 
a veterinary surgeon, and he sent the defen- 
dant the V.8. certificate. He put the horse 
on “livery” with. Mr. Dobbyn at two 
guineas a week. He was sold on August 6th 
last for 20 guineas at an auction. Plaintiff 
claimed the cost of livery as well as the price 
paid for the horse, which was a hunter. 
@cross-examination suggested that the 
“ wind-sucking ” developed after the plaintiff 
had bought the horse. 

Mr. Dobbyn, in his evidence, stated 
that the horse must have been affected before 
the plaintiff got him, because “ wigg-sucking 
would not develop in the space of Wine days 
The horse was six years old, and was at the 
time witness first saw him worth £50 A 
horse may be a “‘ wind-sucker” and yet show 
no outward sien of it, Such a horse would 
not be @ useful one. ; 

Mr. Christopher Rea, V.S., said 
not possible for a horse to develop “ wind- 
sucking,” such as hed been described in this 
case. in nine daye. This horse could be heard 
twenty yards away. i 

The defendant and his groom were examined 
and they swore that up to the day of the sale 
they had noticed no sign of “ wind-ucking 
on the horse.

SHANKAT ALI’S DEF 


KARACHI, Saturday. 

At today's resumption of the trial of the 
Ali brothers, which is proceeding here, Shankat 
Ali was the last of the accused to address the 
jury. He declared that he was perfectly willing 
to make friends with Englishmen so long as they 
did not oppress his religion and country. He 
said that he personally was not responsible for 
distriDuting seductive leaflets to the troops, but 
the propaganda of the Khalifat Committee was 
such that they would distribute them to every 
Indian soldier, even if ten thousand majors and 
colonels, were posted to guard them. He and 
his companions were non-violent Co-Operators, 
but if the doctrine of non-violence had failed 
by the 3lst December, then, if circumstances 
permitted, they might resort to violence. The 
present prosecution would not serve the Govern- 
ment's purpose. ‘The Government must satisfy 
the Moslem demands, must redress Khalifat 
wrongs, right Punjab wrongs, and give com 
plete? swaraj, otherwise there would be no 
peace. 

The judge will sum up on November Ist.—

WIDOW'S APPEAL FAILS. 


In the Court of Appeal, before Lord Justices 
Ronan and O'Connor, an appeal was heard, in 
which Sarah Wilson applied for en order re- 
versing a decision of the King’s Bench Division, 
by which that Court set aside a verdict and 
judgment obtained by the plaintiff at Belfast 
Rosine Assizes. The appellant is the widow of 
James Wilson, who had been employed by the 
Belfast Corporation, and who had volunteered 
for service in the late war. Wilson was killed 
in March, 1918, and his widow claimed £89 odd, 
being half wages from the date of her husband's 
enlistment until his death. . The Corporation 
had passed a resolution, the effect of which 
was that they had offered and agreed to pay 
half wages to any of their employés who might 
volunteer for active service. The Corporation 
submitted that the deceased did not come 
within the terms of the resolution, and they 
further pleaded that the resolution relied on 
by the plaintiff had been revoked and altered. 
They also pleaded that there was no contract 
th the deceased to pay him half wages.

Before Mr. Justice Pim and a common jury, 
the probate suit brought by Edward ©” oole 
against Edward Flanagan, to prove the will of 
lien Healy, late of Limerick, was tried. The 
testatrix was the last of her family, and left 
no immediate next-of-kin. When she got too 
old to manage her farm she sold it and its 
stock for £1,900, and went into lodgings in the 
City of Limerick.

A Clear Issue... 


The House of Commons has rejected by 
an overwhelming majority the motion 
which invited it to condemn the whole 
policy of the Irish Peace Conference. The 
indictment, framed by a small group of 
English Unionists, was based on two 
grounds. The first was that the Gopvern- 
ment was eonducting momentous trans- 
actions without the sanction of Parliament ; 
and the second, that it was holding these 
transactions with men who had repudiated 
the authority of the Crown. The Prime 
Minister dealt effectively with both 
charges. The proceedings of the Confer- 
ence were secret because no other means 
of .negotiation could produce material 
results ; and the rights of Parliament were 
safeguarded completely by the fact that 
every principle and detail of any proposed 
settlement must receive its sanction, The 
second point—the political status of the 
Irish delegates—has perplexed and dis- 
turbed large numbers of loyal men, both 
English and Irish, whom nobody could 
describe as extremists. We believe, how- 
ever, that the Government's position, as 
defined by Mr. Lloyd George, is entirely 
sound. It is the position which the mass 
of olithern Irish Unionists has adopted 
—men whose loyalty to the Throne and 
Empire, as the Prime Minister said yes- 
terday, nobody will dare to question. A 
point had been reached where the Govern- 
ments alternatives were a final bid for 
peace and a new and intensified campaign 
of warfare which would have brought in- 
calculable disaster to both countries. That

was justifiable. When the principle of 
negotiation was accepted it became clear 
that, if peace was to be attained, the’ 
negotiators for Ireland must be men who 
tepresented the majority of the Irish 
people. It was, as Mr. Lloyd George said 
yesterday, a case of “confer or crush”’ ; 
and conference with any save those who 
can fulfil their undertakings would have 
been sheer waste of time. 

The House of Commons has given the 
Government full power to continue the 
negotiations until peace has been gained or 
until the last hope of peace has been 
extinguished. That is one valuable result of 
yesterday 's debate. When the Conference 
is resumed the Government s represen- 
tatives will find themselves armed with 
fresh and unchallengable authority to 
speak for the British people. If they are 
forced to reject, their rejection will be 
final. If they are able to accept, there 
is every prospect that Parliament and the 
people «will ratify their acceptance. In 
another way, also, the debate had valitable 
results. The Prime Minister's language 
to the supporters of the resolution was 
moderate and even concilatory. He could 
not accept their despairing views, but he 
realised that they had expressed—no 
doubt, in an exaggerated form—the un- 
easiness of many thousands of Britons who 
want an Irish settlement, but fear that 
it may be bought at too great a price. On 
this point his speech was definite and 
reassuring. He told the House, explicitly, 
that no settlemeft was possible which 
would not keep Ireland within the Em- 
pire, and that the Republican claim to 
independence could not be admitted in 
any shape or form. He told it, implicitly, 
by his use of the word “ dishonour,’’ that 
in the course of settlement no pledge to 
which the King and Parliament had set 
their names would be broken. In the 
same speech Mr. Lloyd George confirmed 
North-East Ulster’s rights under the 
Government of Ireland Act by promising 
that the powers which are still withheld 
from the Northern Parliament would be 
transferred to it during the present 
session. 

The speech furnishes uo clue to the fate 
of the Conference, but it must add fervour 
to our prayers that this final and fateful 
effort for peace may not fail: The Prime 
Minister did not shirk reference to the 
inevitable consequences of failure. He 
declared that, if Ireland could not be kept 
within the Empire by agreement, she 
must be kept there by force. That is a 
dreadful prospect—dreadful, Mr. Lloyd 
George pointed out, for Great Britain, 
and still more dreadful for Ireland. The 
lives of hundreds—perhaps, thousands— 
of young Irishmen and Englishmen, Irish 
trade and industry, all the courses of Ire- 
land’s social and intellectual development 
are in the hands of the men who are now 
negotiating at Downing street. It is a 
tremendous responsibility, and yesterday's 
debate is a timely warning to the dele- 
gates themselves, to Parliament, and to 
the people of both countries. Parliament 
is warned against the danger of any 
attempt to impair the prospects of settle 
ment by undue curiosity or hasty criticism. 
The Irish people are warned that, if their 
delegates persist in impossible claims, such 
measures as the British Government may 
decide to adopt will have the full support 
of a united Parliament and a united 
nation. Peace can come only by way of 
compromise, of sacrifice in non-essentials, 
of trust that good-will, born of new and 
closer associations, may solve, sooner or 
later, problems that seem insoluble to-day. 
It is every Irishman’s duty at this solemn 
hour to count the cost, of a failure which’ 
would inflict ruim on every national in- 
terest—a ruin that would refuse to recog- 
nise any principle of nartition. A real 
settieément is an equally vital necessity 
for North and South. 


The American Debt. 


Mr. Reginald McKenna’s syecch in 
Chicago, in which he dealt with the ques- 
tion of debts and reparations from the 
financier’s point of view, has set the 
United States to talking again about the 
money owed to it by Great Britain. Mr. 
McKenna did not intimate that tho 
British debt to the “United Statcs should 
be remitted, except by implication that its 
collection would be injurious to American 
trade. The American public, hewever, is 
very touchy about this debt and over- 
ready to construe any utterance by a re- 
sponsible British financier as a proposal 
that the indebtedness shall be wiped 
out. As the war progressed the Ameri- 
can people became firmly of the opinion 
that the end would find the United States 
a monopolist of the world’s trade, the 
world’s shipping, and the world’s gold. 
None of these hopes has been realised. 
The average American does not understand 
what has happened; but he is being told 
that Great Britain, in some mysterious 
way, has got the better of the United 
States, and so he is determined that, 
whatever else happens, he will have that 
thousand million’ pounds, The American 
Government would be glad to remit the 
debt from Britain, who was an endorser 
rather than the actual payee of this 
gigantic promissory note; and American 
financiers take the same view. The 
American public, however, means to have 
the money. In these circumstances 
Britain can only demean herself by doing 
anything except prepare to pay up, look 
pleasant, and—if an Anglo-American 
entente is really sought—try to feel 
pleasant. 


A Novel Strike. 


Hitherto Britain has been the home of 
the strike. “British workers invented it, 
and our trade unionists have reason to 
be proud of the ingenuity with which they 
have applied it to almost every branch of 
industrial and social activity. Now the 
Germans have stolen a march on them 
by the discovery of quite a new kind of 
strike. Last week a Communist agitator 
paid a visit to one of the Berlin Labour 
Exchanges for purposes of propaganda. 
The officials promptly ejected him, where- 
upon the unemployed who were drawing 
their doles from this particular bureau 
and using its services in their hunt for 
jobs declared a “strike,” and put the 
bureau under a ban. A deadlock resulted, 
and the movement quickly spread through- 
out the city. As a result the elabarate 
Labour organisation of the German capita] 
has been thrown completely out of gear, 
and employers of labour are at their wits’ 
end to find men for vacant posts... The 
municipal authorities have opened negotia- 
tions with the strikers’ leaders in order to 
persuade them to go back to official un- 
employment. The whole business shows to 
what extremes of absurdity the strike 
movement can be pushed, More, perhaps, 
by good luck than good guidance Britain 
so far has escaped Berlin’s nonsensical 
experience ; but, in view of its past record, 
we fear that British Labour is capable of 


' world’s greatest ports ? 


Dock Thieves. 


A year ago the pilfering evil was 
rampant at every port in the world. 
It is on record that at New York a whole 
cargo of flour vanished in the course 
of a single night and that a grand 
piano which was shipped from London 
to Sydney never reached its destina- 
tion. Insurance rates increased by 
leaps and bounds, and in some cases the 
cost of a policy almost equalled the value 
of the articles insured. Now, thanks to 
the vigilance of the police, who have laid 
several organised gangs of dock thieves 
by the heels, and to a stricter system of 
tallying cargoes in and out of ships, the 
evil has abated. It has been reported to 
the Manchester Association of Exporters 
and Importers that in one.case where the 
ships’ officers undertook the duty of check- 
ing every bale in the cargoes the annual 
losses through pilfering fell ninety 
per cent. Other shipping companies have 
had a similar experience. Strange though 
it may seem, the improvement has been 
most mafked at Constantinople and the 
Pireus. The docks of London, Liverpool, 
New York, and Sydney are still infested 
by scores of thieves who carry on their 
“trade’’ with apparent impunity. Can it 
be that the Turkish and Greek authorities 
are more alert than those who control the

VARIED AUTUMN SHOW. 
——$< 


Only seven artists contribute to the Dublin 
Painters’ autumn show, which will be open for 
the next four weeks at 7 St. Stephen's Green. 
Three of them may be briefly dismissed. Miss 
Letitia Hamilton's ' White Foam ” has a sincere, 
quiet charm of its own—caretul, honest work. 
Miss Swanzy has a picture of blue sea, with a 
huddling range of distant mountains beyond, 
seen through the trunks of gnarled trees, with 
branches unnaturally thick-set, such as grow in 
the windiest places, and there is brilliancy and 
a sense of living air. Miss Marsh is a teacher, 
and her canvases look as if they were painted 
for a demonstration—how to dó an avenue, for 
instance: and all painted on the same’ day 
without changing the palette. 

But the other four exhibitors are the strongest 
in the group, and are geen at their best. Mr, 
Jack Yeats belongs to nobody but kimself. 
There is no charm in the medium through which 
he expresses himself: there is even a clumsiness. 
But there is personality, there is power, there 
is vision—no delight in colour, but delight in 
life. He has always been in love with a prim!- 

ive of the virile, 
+ tll nóis somewhere in the West of Ireland 
are the unliurried, unmodernised creatures that 
he has always preferred. The bay and hill 
beyond them are bound up in the same way of 
lifé, the group and its surroundings are one. 
Another canvas that shows a fiddler in. the 
middle of a crowd at Croke Park might seem 
depressing and squalid; but the people in the 
crowd do not feel it so, a Mr. Yeats’s ob- 
servation of their pleasure is like a good chapter 
in a Kussian novel. k = 

. - - - 

Mr. O'Rourke Dickey, now, is & painter first, 
lest, and all the time. His picture of Newcastle, 
in County Down, renders a. complicated land- 
scape with absolute mastery of drawing. There 
is a Dutch precision in the treatment of trees 
in the belt of wood half-way up the hiil-stope; 
vet the transition from detail to mass is per- 
teetly graduated, and the justice of his values 
gets the long recession of hills to the right 
exactly. Yet for what does he employ his art’ 
He conveys no sense of pleasure in the obvious 
beauty; if anything has appealed to him by its 
charm, it is the line of road at the upper edge 
of the town, indicated by its houses. He seems 
to follow it with a pleasure in its undulation, as 
if it were the cadence of the sonnet. Yet is 1 
simply because by it he can give so completely 
the structure of the ground? He seems to paint 
just for the purpose of setting down exactly 
What he sees, seen just as anyone, else might 
have seen it—except that he has a tendency to 
see through blue spectacles. However, the noble 

icture of Malta, which is his other exhibit, 1s 
ree from this unpleasant quality of colour, 
which is: therefore, not inherent in Mr. Dickey s 
make-up. But of all painters he is the most 
objective : he tells us nothing about himself ; all 
he seeks after is a stark reproduction of facts, 
whether they turn out sunny or grim as a rail 
way junction. i 

Mr. Paul Henry is not so reticent. Nature 
excites him; the rougher its expression the 
better he likes it. Three of his four pictures 
represent storm, and even in the Achill day o: 
sunshine which he hae painted the interest 
centres in huge swirling masses of cloud which 
boil up from the horizon. His other oil paint- 
ing, “The West Wind,” ig entirely unlike any 
of the score of canvases that he has shown this 
year in the same gallery, and finer than any of 
them. it is simply a group of shoppe in 
autumn on a bare common swung by a gale 
into a shape that unites the whole; but what 
rhythm. what beauty in the design of this tall 
upright composition ‘ahd what character in the 
trees! Yet one of his charcoal drawings can 
equal it: a single ash tree standing up nakéd 
and white in a fierce storm, its boughs tortured 
and wrenched, ite trunk bent, rigid yet elastic, 
straining at its grip of the ground. i 
sombre temperament dces not need colour for 
its expression: master of form that he is, he 
can rival his paint in black and white—yet, per- 
haps, only because his loose and free handling 
of charcoal suggests colour all the time. 
Another of the drawings is a ga admir- 
able portrait. Why does not Mr. Henry do

Mrs. Henry's contribution to the show is the 
most, numerous and varied. Apart from her two 
water-colours (which will annoy all except those 
who like them exceedingly), she has four 
oil paintings—one of a lady who sits Turk- 
fashion in a field sketching with supple, har- 
monious. and beautiful hands. Another is an 
adorable little picture of that rare sight, 
curraghs under sail. But the popular success of 
the exhibition will probebly be “The Old 
Coachman '—so like a study by Sir James 
Barrie in ite mixture of humour and affection 
The blue eyes, a little faded by age, are kind 
and gentle, yet have in and about them that 
naive confidence in their own wisdom which 
only those possess who dea! in horses. Summary. 
almost rough, handling suits the informality of 
the livery: a button ts missing from the coat. 
All the man is in this little masterpiece, as well 
as the charm of colour that is Mrs. Henrys own. 

“The Half Light” conveys something much 
less simple. A girl sits at her toilet table 
before a window through which a twilight sky 
is seen: a candle burns dim against it. But 
she is not looking into her mirror; she looks, 
and you by seme trick are forced to look with 
her, into the dimness. Her hand on the table 
has not the inertness of sleep, yet it suggests 
the pause of physical consciousness: she is 
gazing at something that ie not seen. For those 
who feel it, “ The Half Light.” over and above 
its loveliness of colour, will have an uncanny 
beauty that would gain assuredly if the —— 
were seen alone. .

SALAMANCA AND ITS 
UNIVERSITY. 


> 


CITY OF DEPARTED GLORIES. 


Salamanca has more of the old-world look 
about it than cny other city in Spain; as we 
walk along its tortuous, narrow streets, with 
their rough cobble-stones, we find that it is 
much the same in appearance as when in the 
16th and 17th centuries crowds of students from 
all countries in Europe came to swell! the popula- 
tion. 

Salamanca owed all its amportance to its 
‘University, and when the University declined the 
town declined. But the traveller in Spain, 
foredone by our stress of. civilisation, 
bless the fortune which stopped the modernisa- 
tion of the city. The csnly other towns in 
Europe which give such an impression of 
medieval University life are Padua or Bologna, 
and there is much in Salamanca that reminds 
one of Bologna. Both were the centres to which 
all the Universities in Europe sent their studenis 
to receive a finishing education. 
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Salamanca University was founded in 1230 by 
Alfonso IX. of Leon, but it was St. Ferdinand 
of Castile who really started it on its career of 
importance Alfonso X. and ‘is succescorg in 
Castile granted many favours to the University, 
and made it famous for its schools of canon 
law; but it was during the rule of the “ Catholic 
Kings ” that we notice kingly interference in 
the affairs of learning, and it was at Salamanca 
that many of t ideas of the new Renaissance 
were first discussed... Gradually its schools of 
law attracted studente from Paris and Bologna. 
and many were the Irishmen who listened in the 
lecture rooms to the wonderful discourses hy 
scholars such as Fray Luis De Leon and Perez 
De Oliva. 

In the 15th and 16th centuries Salamanca 
University wes famous throughout Europe. 
Here Columbus lectyred on his discoveries im 
America before an audience of scholars: here 
the Copernican system was taught long before 
the rest of Europe was willing to accept it. 
During the 16th century, after Charles V. and 
Philip II. had sent Visitors to the University 
who made additional statutes giving more scope 
to religious teaching, Salamanca became the 
centre of the Catholic world for theology. 

It is also interesting to know that it was 
owing to the great King Philip II. that the 
seminary for Irish nobles was founded for 
during this century there was continued inter 
course between Ireland and Spain. It was only 
three years after Philim had sent his invincible 
Armada to England that Trinity College was 
founded in 1591 by his arch enemy, Elizabeth 
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During the 17th century we begin to notice 
the decline of the University, perhaps because 
in all Europe during that century, owing to the 
innumerable religious wars, there was a general 
lowering of the standard of culture in Lurope ; 
the effect of the Renaissance was beginning to 
wear off. 

This decline increased all through the 17th 
century and the first half of the 18th 
century; even the renewed vigour of University 
life which manifested itself in the second half 
of the 18th century was not enough to bring it 
back to its ancient glory. Then came the War 
of Independence, when the French troops, who 
occupied the city from 1809 to 1812 rava 
many of ite artistic buildings, and when they 
had left it was left a prey to the political 
banderias. 

It was the students themselves by their Jaw. 
lessness in the town who contributed largely to 
the ruin of their University—for scarcely a day 
paseed when there was not a battle between 
them and the townspeople in the narrow gtreets 
They wou'd not recognise the authority of the 
Rector, and made life so difficult that it was only 
when the University declined altogether that 
there was peace in the city. Nowadays the 
lecture halls are ecantily filled and nearly all 
the students are medicals—in the literary ‘class 
this year there are under twenty candidates 

It 3 sac to sit in the Catedra of Fray Luis 
De Leon, the man who did so much to advance 
the Spanish language, and reflect on the past 
giories. On al! the walls outside we -see initials 
painted roughly in red—they were the initial 
of: former students who had Passed their 
doctorate. The glory of Salamanca is no 
more, but its yellow stones tell us of the times

LONDON LETTER, 


OF PREMIER'S SPEECH, 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Monpay NiGHT. 

To the House of Commons in the main, 
including the great. majority of the 
Unionist Party, the Prime Minister s 
speech was abundantly satisfactory 
justifying the carrying on of the Con- 
rerence with the representatives Of Sinn 
Fein. . It was felt, however, that no strong 
conclusion favourable to the result of the 
Conference could be drawn from the right 
hon. gentleman s observations, and, in the 
circumstances, approval was all the more 
cordial of his declaration that, should it 
prove necessary in spite of the utmost 
endeavours to secure peace, the Govern 
ment would adopt the strongest possible 
measures to maintain the honour of Britain 
and the security of the Empire. The con- 
tinuance of Southern Ireland within the 
Empire and the safeguarding of Ulster 
seem to be fully indicated in this declara- 
tion. 

Many of those who heard the speech 
were inclined to read between the lines of 
the peroration a suggestion that the Prime 
Minister and his colleagues are likely to 
make an appeal to the country for suppors 
should it prove that the Irish ‘situation 
calls for a revival of stern measures. Ho 
has hitherto. however, made no more defi 
nite statement on this subject than that 
the authority of Parliament would be 
asked. 


SYMPATHY, BUT NO VOTE. 


The promoters of the resolution of 
censure declare themselves to be satisfied 
with the outcome of their action. They 
maintain that the majority of the 
Unionists gave their sympathy, if ;
